FIRST APPLICANT 
The first applicant is MagPro, LLC with a mailing address of 212 West Main Street, No. 194, Camden, TN  38320.  
They seek to obtain air contaminant permits (Division identification numbers: 03-0055-01/57585 and 03-0055-
02/57586) for construction of a Secondary Magnesium Smelting Operation at 501 Overhead Bridge Road, 
Camden, TN  38327.  This proposed operation would consist of a rotary furnace, magnesium holding pot, and 
associated equipment used to smelt magnesium.  Baghouses would be used for pollution control.  There would be 
physical construction.  Regulated air contaminants would be emitted by this source.  Mr. Jim A. Attar is the 
assigned Division person. 
 
SECOND APPLICANT 
The second applicant is Vulcan Construction Materials, L.P. with a mailing address of P.O. Box 7, Knoxville, TN  
37901.  They seek to obtain an air contaminant permit (Division identification number: 03-0006-01/57662) for 
modification of a Rock Crushing and Sizing Operation located at 8595 Hwy. 192, Holladay, TN  38341.  This 
existing operation consists of crushers, screens, conveyors, and associated equipment used to crush and size 
non-metallic minerals.   Wet suppression is used for pollution control.  The requested modification is for the 
total replacement of existing equipment.  There would be physical construction.  Regulated air contaminants 
emitted by this source would not increase.  Mr. J. Fuss is the assigned Division person.

The company proposes to modify 
the two (2) existing boilers that were previously exempt, and to install an additional boiler.  Each of the three 
(3) boilers would have a heat input rate of 11.842 MMBTU/hr.  There would be physical construction.  
Regulated air contaminants emitted by this source would increase.  Mr. S. Kusumanchi is the assigned Division 
person.
